Miner away, and be stands here cor- 
roborated by a number of witnesses 
that be did not knock him down, 
They do not show you bruises on 
Miner's body, and there is nothing to 
prove be kicked him and knocked 
him down. 


"I leave the matter in your bands 
and submit it to your judgment. Care- 
fully scan tbe evidence, couple it with 
your judgment and I have no fear as 
to the result/'

Thi courtroom seemed like a furn 
ace Tuesday afternoon when court 
convened. Coats were cast aside and 
De Coursey fanned himself witb bis 
bac, while the many ladies present 
plied their fans 
vigorously. 
The 


crowd was large and remained during 
the afternoon. 


Captain James was to speak first for 
the defense. He was a few minutes 
ate, and Bailiff Jeffries was sent 
x» find him. He spoke at length, say- 
ing in part: 
As I look over this case I am per- 
suaded it is serious. Today a man 
may be in the highest hopes, tomor- 
row's sun may find him in great trou- 
ble. William De Coursey is charged 
with a great crime. I say to you, gen- 
tlemon of the jury, I am 'not here to 
.rifle with you. Every juryman has a 
high duty,that crime unlawfully com- 
mitted shall receive its just punish- 
ment. Every private citizen has a 
right to be protected. 
So carefully 
does tbe law guard this right that no 
court or jury is allowed to lay hold of 
htm and punish him unless they have 
>roof beyond a reasonable doubt as to 
lis guilt. 
•These 
excitements spring 
up 
againsta man sometimes whether he 
s innocent or guilty. 
These people 
are all here in a common mass for a 
purpose. Some may desire tbe pun- 
sbment of De Conrsey. others may 
want btm acquitted. 


'•Now let us examine these facts in 
detail. That William De Coursey did 
hoot and kill the deceased we do not 
deny, but this does not prove his guilt 
as charged." 


Mrs. De Conisey became hysterical 
ntl her husband fanned her while 
her friends gathered about and re- 
moved her to a witness room. De 
Coursey wept like a cbiid. 
The cap- 
tain continued: 
"He bad a right to take a life to 
save his own. William De Conrsey 
had good reason to fear John Miner 
would kill him or do him great bodily 
barm and feared him.- I take it that 
De Coursey is a man of not very 
strong mind. We do not have to rely 
on him for the proof of his guilt or in- 
nocence. We go to outside persons to 
establish that fact. 
"He had good reason to fear that 
strong giant who weighed 160 or 180 
pounds. He had beard of his trouble 
in the saloon and thought him a des- 
perate man. 


"This is a case of concealment of 
the character of a desperate man on 
one nand and an attack on a weak, 
peaceable man on tlie other. 
Who 
can dispute that DeCoursey was afraid 
when Miner had told him if be ever 
did get into trouble be knew bow to 
get out? No evidence has been offered 
to prove Miner was not armed that 
nigbt, but we have bad witness after 
witness to prove Miner was a desper- 
ate man when be was intoxicated. 
You would suppose from the way the 
state is trying this case that Miner 
was an innocent, peaceful man, but 
the very opposite is true. 
"There was no trouble between 
tbese men until Miner took tbe bot- 
tle from De Conrsey. 
They walked 
aiong peaceably to tbat point. Sup- 
pose De Coursey did flourish his revoi- 
ver and telJ Miner to go on. 
Did he 
not have good cause to do so.? 


•'When asked if Miner had a knife 
DeCoursey said be did not know be- 
cause he was not in position to see. 
Sow DeOoursey is not so simple mind- 
ed tbat be did not know it would have 
been to bis advantage to bave sworn 
Miner bad a knife and endeavored to 
use it on him. This is a mark of bis 
uprightness and truthfulness. 


Does the state furnish evidence 
tbat DeCoursey did not bave good rea- 
son to kill Miner to save bis own life? 
I appeal to your reason with tbe facts 
at tbe back of it that he is not guilty 
as charged. No matter bow high or 
bow humble a man is be bas a right 
to be proyen guilty beyond a reasona- 
ble doubt before be can be punished. 


'•Did tbis man DeConrsey act like a 


criminal? They try to prove tbat bis 
loud screaming and bis wild expres- 
sion after tbe shooting was rejoicing 
ov«r vengeance. It was only delirium. 
If be bad not been intoxicated be 
would probably not bave acted so. 
.Miner was a violent man, so it has 
neen testified. His friends cannot but 
mourn his loss and they bave a right 
to sympathy, but they could not help 
his having rcugh corners. 


"Did DeCoursey want to run away 


from there? What was his first ans- 
wer when asked by Cupps why he bad 
done such a thing? 'I had to do it.* 
He bad no time to formulate a false- 
hood. Tbe troth came gushing from 
his lips and be said 'I bad to do it.' It

Said Mr. Adams: 
"Tbis is a serious charge, murder in 
tbe second degree. 
When you take 
up tbe subject of whether DeCoursey 
is guilty of murder in tbe second de- 
gree it must be proven beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt tbat malice existed, or 
it becomes manslaughter. 
'•These men bought meat together 
and went up the track toward their 
humblehorues excnanging tbe cour- 
tesy of drinking from each other's 
bottles. There is no malice in tbat. 
Tbe state cannot insist, DeCoursev 
was driving Miner ahead, because they 
were both going toward home. To the 
time of the shooting there is no evi- 
dence of malice. It is in evidence 
that DeCoursey pushed Miner down 
and Miner got hold of DeCoursey. 
Cupps says they clinched and went 
down together. 
If DeCoursey had 
malice in bis. beart he would have 
shot Miner before they fell. It as they 
say, he bad his revolver out. You can 
follow tbese men all day up to tbe 
time they fell and you cannot find 
maice. 


"We do not rely on a verdict of 
manslaugbtei or a verdict of acquit- 
tal. Tbe object of criminal law is to 
punish the malicious and not tbe in- 
nocent. 


"I do not believe DeCoursey violat- 
ed any law of the state. He did not 
do anything tbat any other man 
would not have done in tbe same cir- 
cumstances. I desire to discuss tbis 
matter of self defense. 


"Miner was ahead, DeCoursey was 
behind telling him to go on. They 
were under the influence of liquor. 
Miner murmured low and no one 
heard what he said. DeCoursey hol- 
loed at the top of his voice. He did 
not intend to shoot Miner or be 
would have done it when he drew tbe 
revolver from his pocket. 
McCnl- 
lough testified he saw Miner strike 
DeCoursey and he bad a mark to sub- 
stantiate it. If Miner was reputed to 
be a desperate man and liable to do 
violence when intoxicated vou cannot 
wonder at DeCoursey shooting. I say 
that no man under tbe American flag 
is compelled to lie on bis back witb a 
strong, brutal man on top of him and 
submit to having bis life beaten out 
of him and not resist. 
"Compare tbe characters of tbese 
two men. 1 be state ujs not one wit- 
ness to say Miner was peaceful and 
quiet. If it had been possible for the 
prosecutor to bring into court wit- 
nesses to prove Miner's peaceful, law 
abiding character he would have del- 
uged you with them. 
He only had 
one and he admitted he did not know 
John Miner. We had many witnesses 
to show be was a dangerous man. 
•'I know this is a sad matter. 1 


know a home has been brolcen by 
these circumstances, but we should 
not 
allow 
the 
sorrow 
of - Mrs. 


Miner to make us break up another 
home 
unless 
we 
are 
sure 
of 
DeCoursey's guilt. It becomes a cold 
matter of legal philosophy for you to 
decide. They must not say you shall 
not be merciful. This is the dividing 
line between barbarism and civiliza- 
tion. But you must be satisfied that 
Bill DeConrsey did, beyond all reason- 
able doubt, and without grounds for 
his acts, wilfully kill John Miner.'*

We maintain upon tbe 
theory of tbe state, that bis miud was 
such that be was not responsible for 
what be did. 
"If what DeCouisey flls you is 
true be is not guilty as chanted. 
He 
did it in self defense, be says, and be 
bad cause for it- Tbe law presumes 
that every man bas a good reputation. 
We were willing to throw down tbe 
gates and ask witnesses regarding tbe 
character of tbe man. We were not 
content to rest upon bis reputation. 
We put upon tbe stand aien who bad 
kcown 
him all bis life, and all 
suid to you, 'Bill De Coursey is a 
peaceable man.' Of thebundred wit- 
nesses standing around, tbe prosecu- 
tor brought but one to say be was not 
peaceable. 
"Let us see what kind of man was 
John Miner. I want to be fair witb 
you and considerate of the widow and 
friends of tbe deceased. 
We bave 


proven him to be a violent man. Some 
witnesses said be was a dangerous 
man. Most of them said be -was quar- 
relsome when intoxicated. 
There 
were plenty of 
men 
who knew 


Miner, 
and 
if 
they 
had 
not 


known 
him 
to 
be 
a 
violent 
man tbe prosecutor would have del- 
uged you with witnesses to prove bis 
character. We bave shown DeCour 
sey to be peaceful even when intoxi- 
cated. 


We have every reason to believe 
it was Miner who precipitated tbe 
quarrel. It was natural .for DeCour- 
sey to want- to keep Miner ahead of 
him knowing tbe kind of man he was. 
Miner without any reason, we admit, 
was threatening to cut out DeConr- 
sey's beart. DeCoursey had the gun 
in his pocket. He drew it not to shoot, 
but to keep Miner ahead of him. Now 
when DeCoursey shoved him ever the 
bank if DeCoursey was kicking at 
him be could not bare reached him. 
When ihey went down together the 
bigger man was on top, the man who 
would cut his way out of a fight. De- 
Conrsey did not have a right to use 
tbat weapon nnless he believed his 
own life was in danger. He believed 
it and so fired. 


"Counsel may ask why he fired twice. 
Under the strain of tbat moment it 
would be most natural. The revolver 
was self-actingand in bis convulsion of 
excitement he mignt naturally shoot 
twice. 
"If tbat wound on De Coursey's 
head was caused, as they would bave 
yon believe, it would bave been logi- 
tudinal instead of transverse 
We 
have a right to assume M iner did use 
a knife. They may ask where is that 
kaife- We do not know. The pockr 
ets were searched before tbe coroner 
examined the body. We think it was 
proven beyond a reasonable doubt 
thatDe Coursey was acting within 
the bounds of self defense. 
It is a 
spirit of vengeance that asks you 
to send DeCoursey to prison for what 
means the reinasDdrr of his life for 
that which be no doubt now regrets. 


self defense. DeCoursey does not sa 
Miner bad a knife. 
'•Tbere is no evidence tbat Mine 
ever threatened bis life except by De 
Coursey'sown testimony. It was u 
bis interest to so testify. He knew 
tbe deceased could not appear agains 
him.

Either the 
statements of De Cjursey are true or 
they are false. 


••The indictment against De Coor- 
sey charges him with maliciously and 
unlawfully killing John Miner. 
The 
court has already said to you that in 
a heated quarrel a man without ma- 
licious intent and premeditation may 
kill another and not be guilty of mur- 
der in th_e second degree. 


"In this case there is a total lack of 
everything that goes to make up mur- 
der in tbe second degree. 
It is 
the result of a sudden 
quarrel. 
It is not admitted by tbe defense 
that DeConrsey is guilty of any offense 
against tbe state. 
"For tbe sake of argument let as 
discuss everything that DeCoarsey 
has said. Let us see whether the evi- 
dence offered by tbe state warrants 
the charge that he did wontonly and 
maliciously kill Miner. Tbe testimo- 
ny of the witnesses for the state shows 
a remarkable state of circumstances. 
There is no evidence but that De- 
Coursey andMiner were always friendly 
toward each other. 
We have the 
direct 
testimony 
of 
men who 
saw 
tbe 
trouble. 
We 
know 
tbe 
men 
were 
quarreling be- 


fore they reached the fatal spot. We 
know Miner was ahead and talking 
iow. DeCoursey was urging Miner to 
go on. Tbe conflict occurred near the 
trestle.

His Tine. 


Prosecutor closed the arguments 
He said in parL: 
"They say it would be inhuman to 
send this man to the 
penitentiary. 
But did he have consideration for 
Miner 
or 
for 
his wife and 
children 
whom 
he 
threw 
out 
into 
tme 
cold 
world without 
the strong arm of a father for protec- 
tion and subsistence"? Does that man. 
as he sits there, not think he should 
be punished for what he has done? 
"They have endeavored to prove 
that he did this in self defense in a 
moment of insanity. 2fow. these two 
cannot be. If the one exists tbe oth- 
er cannot. It is absurd. 
One of his 
attorneys argued Miner and DeCour- 
sey bad no trouble going up tbe track 
until tbe fatal spot was reached. 
Anotber argued they had quarreled 
before they reached the spot. When 
DeCoursey had his revolver out he was 
premeditating tbe killing of Min- 
er. Not satisfied with knocking him 
down once be did it again and kicked 
at him. Tbe moment Miner gets bold 
of De Coursey's leg they go down to- 
gether and De Coursey fires the shots. 
He violated the law of the state and 
the law of God. The evidence and 
tbe circumstance show that De Cour- 
sey did what he intended. There is no 
evidence that Miner bad a knife. 
They say 'Jet us forget that De- 
Coarsey has testified.' i do not doubt 
but that tbey would like to have 
you forget he was on tbe stand. He 
denied positively that be went back 
and offered to kick Miner's heart out 
although witnesses testified be did. 
For fear he would make some awful 
mistake he forgot this morning every- 
thing be had said Monday. 


"We did not need witnesses to prove 
DeConrsey's character. 
We got all 
that was necessary from witnesses for 
tbe defense. They say tbe evidence 
discloses that as soon as DeConrsey 
got up after be bad fired the shots he 
began screaming, bat evidence does 
not show it to be true. 
"The fact that DeCoursey went 
back to tbe body and said he could 
cut his heart out and show it to the 
bystanders shows that every fiber in 
his body was thrilling with malice to- 
ward that man. The evidence shows 
that be was intent on driving Mi- 
ner before him and did so. and he fol- 
io wed him up and killed him. The 
evidence shows that be is guilty of 
even a greater crime than that with

It Was a Scholarly ExalaaatiM 


Principles at Issae. 


Judge Eason was bard at work on 
bis charge to the jury when the tini_ 
for opening court begun. He prepared 
tbe document carefully and it was 
11:20 o'clock when the jurv was seated 
The charge was a scholarly and com 


prebensive explanation of 'the case 
and was heard with the greatest in 
terest notalone by the parties direct 
ly involved but by the large audience 
present. 


He said the state must prove the 
defendant guilty of murder in the 
second degree. The different degrees 
of murder as defined by law were 
clearly explained, and the jud^e said 
it was a. ueneral principle tbat what a 
man wills to do he intends to do. "Mal- 
ice is a distinct feature in murder.and 
without it there'can be no murder in 
the second degree. It is presumed 
a murderer is led on by 
malice. 
The 
absence 
or 
existence 
of 
malice 
in 
the 
act 
of 
killing marks the distinction between 
murder and manslaughter. 
A mali- 
cious deed is one thingand a malicious 
thought is another. The color of the 
act determines the intent. An estab- 
lished rule of law is that manslaugh- 
ter must be done directly with passion 
without malice. Should the jury find 
that the defendant did more than he 
intended or no more than other men 
would have done in the same circum- 
stances the law would define it as man- 
slaughter. It is a part of the law that 
under certain circumstances a man 
may take the life of another to save 
his own or to save himself from <rreat 
bodily harm. This is neither murder 
nor manslaughter. 


"DeConrsey and Miner each bad 
tbe right of self defense."1 continued 
the judge, and then he explaiued how 
the jury, under the evidence, could 
bring in a verdict for second deurce 
murder, manslaughter, assault "and 
battery, assault or acquittal. 


'•Drunkenness is no excuse for 
crime. A drunken malice may be as 
dangerous as a sober malice. If she 
accused was so drunk he did not know 
what he was doing it would be admis- 
sible in evidence to show he did not 
intend to kill. The question of malice 
must be determined aside from the 
question of drunkenness. 
"Yen will look at all the evidence, 


and if you are satisfied as to this de- 
fendant's guilt you must say so. The 
evidence is not the statements <>f 
counsel in their speeches. Speeches 
are merely to aid you in determining 
a case- You are to consider the rei i- 
tion of witnesses to the defendant and 
the deceased as well as their conduct 
when on the stand. In following the 
testimony and the law you cannot 
err. Yon must not permit"your sym- 
pathies to be influenced bj tbe "ac- 
tions of relatives of tbese men." 


Judge Eason concluded his charge 
at 12:15 havingoccup=ed 55 minutes in 
its delivery. He instructed tbe jury 
not to separate and thev were taken 
to dinner by Sheriff Hedjre. 


COST OF THE TRIAL. 


It Will Be Less Than a Thousand Dollars 


Without Attorneys" Fees. 


Much speculation has been indulged 


in as to the probable cost of the trial 
and estimates have been made which 
range from 81,000 to S4,COO. 
Truth is tbe trial will not cost more 


than S700 exclusive of attorney's fees 
The 93 witnesses summoned can ht- 
listed at $350 and sheriff Hedge bas a 
bill for $200. The jury will cost about 
3150 making a total of S700. 
It is not known what Judge Eason 


will allow the attorneys in the case, 
but it is believed it will be sulliciont 
to repay them for the hard work thev 
bave dene in defending DeCoursey.

C aring it, necessary to improve Chest 
nut street 
from Ninth street w 
Twelfth stieet by paving it with 
brick. 


The Cherry street pa vine petition 
was presented by L. B. Preston. 
It 
asked for the paving of tae street its 
entire length and provided for the 
payment of the improvement in 20 
annual payments. A resolution from 
the school board was read in this con 
nection recommending the improve 
inent. Mr. Timmons moved the peti 
lion be referred to the street com 
01 it tee. Edward Kuntz was there 
to object to the paving of the street. 
Ele said he was not opposed to it so 
far as he was concerned, but he did 
not like to burden other people who 
lived south of him if they did not 
want it. Mr. Knntz charged that 
the requisite amount of frontage was 
not represented but Mr. 
Preston 


L-iaimed that it was. 
R. B. Me- 
Dermottalso had a few words to sa> 
in favor of the improvement and said 
!iis only objection was 
in -the 


time of the 
payment which he 
thought was too long. After some 
discussion the vo*e was called and the 
matter was left in the bands of the 
street committee. 


A peiitien asking for the paving of 
the alley between Second and Third 
streets from Main to Chestnut was 
oresented and after some discussion it 
.is referred to the street committee. 
The ordinance establishing street 


railway route number two was passed 
under suspension of 
the 
rules. 
It provides for a route from the Tus- 
oarawas bridge to Second street, aJosg 
Second street to Main, along Main to 
Chestnut and from there to the east 
;ity line. It also provides for a track 
torn Main to Chestnut on Fourth 
treet. 
The teamst-ers'ordinance was up for 
the third read ing and after being read 


roughfc out considerable discussion 
jetween some members of council and 
be teamsters.

It is the belief of tbe New York pub- 


lic tbar trials of nsorderers in New 
-T-jrk state occupy much aiore tme 
than in other stales of the Tak.a or ill 
otter countries. The judiciary ana the 
legal fraternity of NVw York city, how- 
ever, do not appear to be ucaaiojous 
on this point, says the New York 
WoritL 
Jnnies TV. Osborae. the assistant dss- 


trict attorney, who tried so bard to 
eonvlct Dr. Kennedy, said the ether 
dav: 
-I do not thick it is true that uiurde-r 


trials in this state taie tip more thw 
than ic other states. It all depeads 
upon the amount of testimony. I have 
known murder trials in this city to be 
finished in one day. Many require but 
two or three. But the public scarcely 
hears of these trials, for they are sot 
sensarional—just plain cjanlrrs—aa.1 
the aewsnapers do cot £iv<? space to 
taem. For instance, an Iiai;aa shoe- 
maker stabs an Italian fruit render to 
de"th. 
Tbe nsunK-rer has ao rich 


(Heads wto can contribute rsoney for 
aopeals and stays. au«i coase-itif atly^ h-:- 
is quickly disposed of. aad Very tV'.v 
ever notice it. 
"Justices of this state and others, toe. 


are rather prone to grant concessions 
to a =aa accused of murder, acd that. 
is why murderers so often get stays 
and sew trials. There is an undenia- 
ble sentiment in this state against cap- 
ital punishment even among the jas- 
tices- When undecided as to whether 
to grant a new trial, a jssrJce almost 
invariably swings around and dec-ides 
to 'give the poor devil the beneSt of 
any chance.' and this is the reason that 
even wbea a murderer is convicted it is 
hard, if he bas money to take his case 
to the higher conrts. to send him to the 
chair. 
"This is what makes it seem to Oie 


public, in the eases of notorious mur- 
derers, as if the trials dragged oa for- 
ever. It is not the trials that drag nn- 
aecessarily, but the many legal pro- 
ceedinss to prolong his days on earth. 


"I believe we could secure many 


more convictions in murder cases if 
imprisonment for life instead of "the 
death penalty were the punishment. 
3urors are timorous about inflicting the 
death penalty because of the general 
sentiment against capital punishment, 
but If imprisonment for life wei-e the 
penalty for the crime they would have 
no hesitancy in bringing in a verdict 
in the first degree. 


"There are in Xew York county only 


45,000 men upon whom we can call for 
Jury duty, whereas in proportion to the 
population there ought to be 4o0.UOO. 
Many classes are completely exempt 
from" service. This makes Jury duty 
unwelcome, for the same mea are call- 
ed repeatedly, and they will perjure 
themselves rather than lose their time 
from business. Therefore it takes much 
longer than it should to 511 the jury 
box in a murder trial. The fear these 
men have that they may be calied up- 
on to send a murderer to the chair in- 
duces them to evade serving in every 
•way possible. 


"Cut, after all. the whole question 


simmers down to one of testimony. la 
the Molineus case there were 96 wit- 
nesses to examine. la the Bosscaieter 
case tlicre were not more than a dozen, 
and only half a dozen imi>ortant ones, 
so that it was easy to rush the trial 
through. It is hardly fair to compare 
such a case with tbe Moiineux and 
Kennedy cases, in which whole bat- 
talions of witnesses had to be exam- 
ined. 


"The rapidity of the trial of Holnies. 


tbe man who confessed to 27 murders 
after-svarQ, was due to the few witness- 
es to te examined. The case against 
him was so overwhelming that there 
was nothing to cause the trial to be 
spun out. Take the Eastman case in 
Massachusetts, tbe Bordc-n trial in tbe 
same state and the trial of Mrs. George 
for murdering George D- Saxton. Mrs 
McKinley's brother, and you will s~_ 
th.it no better t'nj*> was made than in 
famoof casss in New York state. 


"In tbe Kennedy trials there was an 


immense amount of testimony to be g"t 
before the jury, anci a larze number of 
•witnesses had to be examined. I dor.'t 
think New Jersey or Ohio or Pennsyl- 
vania could have made any better time 
than we d:d."

In the imtnediate future there will !*> ' 


Installed at the lil.iiois Ccatral's fn: t ' 
wharf in Xew Orleans by the United 
Fruit company an apparatus operated ' 
by electricity that will almost automat- : 
ically unload the fruit vessels that 
bring their cargoes to New Orleans. 
The machine is the invention of a Phil- 
adelphiau. S. J- Sidney, and it will cost 
in the neighborhood of $33.000 to erect. 
It will save This ranch nearly in the 
handling of bananas alone In a year 
and will revolutionize that part of the 
fruit bosiness. 


Incidentally it will dispense with the 


greater part of the Italian labor em- 
ployed on the wharf. Now it costs the 
fr.cit importers 2^4 cents a bunch for 
the handling of bananas. The machin- 
ery will cm this to 1% cents a bunch. 
Last year ' 000.000 bunches were han- 
dled at this wharf, and the prospects 
are that the imports nest year will be 
much larger.
